OTHING is hidden 
from the air, The im- 
. plications of this {net 
became only too well known 
in the last war, 15 they are 
today in Koren, where 
serial reconnaissance is the 
eyes of the United Nations. 
Few people, “however, 
realise the vital part ovhich 
this same fact plays in the 
peaceful development — of 
nations; where .air photo- 
graphy provides much of 
the information on which 
the industrial development 
and Iand ‘utilisation of en- 
tire countries can be based. 
Among the pioneers in both 
defence and * peaceful applica. 
tions of this new selence Js tha 
Central Photorraphic Establish- 
ment of the Royal Alr Force at 
Benson, in | Oxfordshire, the 
base from which not 50 long 
ago the RAF Photographic lte- 
connaissance Unit photographed 
a preat part of Europe for 
military purposcs, 
cartogruphers of the sicy. are 
participating in a mopping pro:

First Task 


Sponsor of this tremendous 
mapping programme is the Or- 
dence Survey, whose — warld- 
famous maps have been pub- 
Mshed for nearly 260 years.

Ruskin himself later became 
posstonnately infatunted with an 
Irlsh girl, Rose La Touche, 
when she was only a child, and 
it was EMte Millais's bilter Ict- 
ter fo Mrs La Touche, warning 
her against Ruskin's “cruelty,” 
which eventually prevented 
their marriage. -
